to tin lr settlement legislatively. 
“Second— Regarding

the 
different 
works, discussion 
is inadvisable till 
the men hare resumed work. 
'Third— Recognising that the men 
were drawn into the movement by oth­ 
er than economic causes, the associa­ 
tion unanimously voted that no mutual 
bitterness exists, and has, therefore, 
decided to meet the workmen, not to 
apply the penalties for wasted time, 
not to endeavor 
to discover 
the in­ 
stigators and leaders of the strike or 
to employ special

Petersburg, Feb. 2.—Personal as­ 
surances of his intention to ameliorate 
the conditions and remove the causes, 
in so far as they are economic, which 
led to the recent strike, were deliver­ 
ed by Emperor 
Nicholas Wednesdaj' 
to workingmen 
representing all tho 
leading factories 
of St. 
Petersburg, 
who 
at. his 
invitation journeyed to 
Tsarskoe Selo and were received in 
audience in the hall of the Alexander 
palace, where he has his winier resi­ 
dence. 
T his interview, face to face with 
their “little 
father,” in whom 
their 
faith 
has not 
been 
shaken by the 
events of the bloody Sunday of .Tan. 22, 
has had a far greater and more reas­ 
suring 
effect 
than any 
number of 
proclamations by ministers and gov­ 
ernors general, and the workmen of St. 
Petersburg are now generally inclined 
to accept 
the promises 
of Governor 
General Trepoff and Finance Minister 
Kokovsoff at their face value. 
The gift of the imperial family of 
$25,000 to aid the families of the vic­ 
tims of the conflict on Jan. 22 also has 
had an excellent 
effect and 
as the 
news slowly permeates the laboring 
classes of Russia it is expected that 
it will make them content to wait for 
the promised reforms. 
Like a wave caused by the falling of 
a stone, the strike movement, however, 
is spreading over 
the great 
sea of 
Russian industrial life; and while St.

St. Petersburg, Feb.

tions ; 
“First—All points of the men’s de­ 
mands concerning the eight-hour day, 
participation of the men in fixing pay 
for piece work and regulation of the 
internal 
workings of 
factories, etc., 
shall not be discussed, hut submitted 
to the minister of finance with a view 
to their settlement legislatively. 
“Second—Regarding 
special 
de­ 
mands 
advanced 
at 
the 
different 
works, discussion 
is inadvisable till 
the men have resumed work. 
“Third—Recognizing that the men 
were drawn into the movement by oth­ 
er than economic causes, the associa­

Petersburg, Feb. 2.—Personal as 
seranees of his intention to ameliorate 
the conditions and remove the causes, 
in so far as they are economic, which 
led to the recent strike, were deliver­ 
ed by Emperor 
Nicholas Wednesday 
to workingmen 
representing 
all the 
leading factories 
of St. 
Petersburg, 
who 
at. his 
invitation journeyed to 
1 Tsarskoe Selo and were received in 
audience in the hall of the Alexander 
palace, where he has his winter resi 
deuce. 
T his interview, face to face with 
their “little 
father,” in whom 
their 
faith 
has not 
been 
shaken by the 
events of the bloody Sunday of Jan. 22 
has had a far greater and more reas­ 
suring 
effect 
than any 
number of 
proclamations by ministers and gov 
ernors general, and the workmen of St 
Petersburg are now generally inclined 
to accept 
the promises 
of Governor 
General Trepoff and Finance Minister 
Kokovsoff at their face value. 
The gift of the imperial family of 
$25,000 to aid the families of the vie 
tims of the conflict on Jan. 22 also has 
had an excellent 
effect and 
as the 
news slowly permeates the laboring 
classes of Russia it is expected that 
it will make them content to wait for 
the promised reforms. 
Like a wave caused by the falling of 
a stone, the strike movement, however, 
is spreading over 
the great 
sea of 
Russian industrial life; and while St.. 
Petersburg 
and Moscow, 
where the 
troubles began, are now placid, the

“First—All points of the men’s de­ 
mands concerning the eight-hour day, 
participation of the men in fixing pay 
for piece work and regulation of the 
internal 
workings of 
factories, etc., 
shall not be discussed, but submitted 
to the minister of finance with a view 
to thfir settlement legislatively. 
“Second—Regarding 
special 
de­ 
mands 
advanced 
at 
the 
different 
works, discussion 
is inadvisable till 
the men have resumed work. 
“Third—Recognizing that the men 
were drawn into the movement hv oth­ 
er than economic causes, the associa­ 
tion unanimously voted that no mutual

Russian TL ad quarters, Hunn Moun­ 
ts, in, Feb. 2.—The five days’ cjmbat, 
which will go down in history as the 
battle ol’ the 
Iluan mountain,

ern Ameythyst mountains around Yen- 
tai, the sole eminence of which is the 
Llaovang tower 
of bloody 
memory.

The grove, which Is usually compost'd 
of young cedars and bamboos, serves 
to shelter the village from storm s and 
also to supply tim ber for various p ur­ 
poses. Ho closely are the trees planted 
that there Is no room to pass between 
the trunks of them; they stand straight 
as m asts and m ingle their crests so as 
to form a roof that exclude« the aun. 
Each thatched cottage occupies a clear 
apace In the plantation, the tre**s form ­ 
ing n f* lie«* about It double the height 
of the building, Vnder the trees It is 
alw ays tw ilight, even at high noon, and 
the houses, morning and evening, arc 
half In shadow. W hat m akes the first 
Impression of aueti a village alm ost dis­ 
quieting ia not the transparent gloom, 
which has a certain weird ehnrni of its 
own, but the stillness. 
Then* may is* fifty or a hundred 
dw ellings, tint you «<•<* nolwsly and hear 
no sound hut the tw itter of Invisible 
birds, the occasional crowing of cock« 
and th<* shrilling clcadae. 
Even the 
deadae flml these groves to** dim and 
sing faintly. 
Being sun lovers, they 
prefer the trees outside the Village, I 
forgot to say that you may som etim es 
hear

shuttle cUaka-ton. 
chaka-ton—but that fam iliar sound in 
the great gr««*n silence seem s an elfish 
happening.

W ithout having actually seen them 
you cannot im agine how dark some 
J apa rn §»• country villages remain, even 
in tile brightest and hottest weather. 
In the neighborhood of Tokyo itself 
there are m any villages of this kind. 
At a short distance from such a settle­ 
m ent you see no houses; nothing is vis­ 
ible but a dense grove of evergreen 
trees. 
The grove, which Is usually composed 
of young cedars and bam boos, serves 
to shelter the village from storm s and 
also to supply tim ber for various pur­ 
poses. So closely are the trees planted 
th a t there is no room to pass between 
the trunk s of them ; they stand straight 
as m asts and mingle their crests so as 
to form a roof th a t excludes the sun. 
E ach thatched cottage occupies a d e a r 
space in the plantation, th e trees form ­ 
ing a fence about It double the height 
of the building. Under the trees it is 
alw ays twilight, even at high noon, and 
the houses, morning and evening, are 
half In shadow. W hat m akes the first 
impression of such a village almost dis­ 
quieting is not the tra n sp a re n t gloom, 
which has a certain w eird charm of its 
own. but the stillness. 
T here may be fifty or a hundred 
dwellings, b u t you see nobody and hear 
no sound hut the tw itte r of Invisible 
birds, the occasional crow ing of cocks 
and the shrilling cicadae. 
Even the 
cicadae find these groves too dim and 
sing faintly. 
Being 
h u h lovers, they 
prefer the trees outside the village. I 
forgot to say th at you m ay sometimes 
hear 
a 
viewless 
shu ttle - ehaka-ton. 
chaka-ton—b u t that fam iliar sound In 
th e great green silence seem s an elfish 
happening. The reason of the hush Is 
simply th a t the people are not at home. 
All the adults have gone to the neigh­ 
boring fields, the women carrying their 
babies on their backs, and most of the 
children 
have 
gone to 
the 
nearest 
school, perhaps not less th a n a mile 
aw ay.—Atlantic.

No am ount of mere exposure to a low 
tem perature alone will cause a “cold” 
in a perfectly healthy m an iii whom 
the product of wear and te ar of nerve 
and muscle with adequate excretion of 
waste products on tin* one side is even­ 
ly balanced by food supply and exercise 
on the other. 
W here this equilibrium 
does not exist such exposure then op­ 
erates as si “chill.” 
Now, who are the people who are 
liable to catch cold? 
Not those whose 
dietary Is so carefully adjusted to the 
work they have to do th a t there is no 
opportunity for the accum ulation of un­ 
used foodstuffs In their tissues, but 


t h o s e who in the better fed ranks of 
society eat and drink more than they 
need to meet the daily requirem ents of 
their bodily activity an d are thus con­ 
tinually storing up iii their tissues aud 
excreting organs m aterial which if ap­ 
propriately used would form valuable 
am m unition for the development of 
energy either of body or mind, but 
wlileh w hen stored beyond a certain 
point has to be blown off in a “cold” 
or ii “billions attac k ” or in ji more pro­ 
nounced fit of gout.—Dr. Francis T.

Without having actually seen them 
you cannot imagine how dark some 
Japanese country villages remain, even 
In the brightest and hottest weather. 
In the neighborhood of Tokyo itself 
there are many villages of this kind. 
At a short distance from such a settle­ 
ment you see no houses; nothing Is vis­ 
ible hut a dense grove of evergreen 
trees. 
The grove, which Is usually composed 
of young cedars and bamboos, serves 
to shelter the village from storms and 
also to supply timber for various pur­ 
poses. So closely are the trees planted 
that there is no room to pass between 
the trunks of them; they stand straight 
as masts and mingle their crests so as 
to form a roof that excludes the sun. 
Each thatched cottage occupies a clear 
space In the plantation, the trees form­ 
ing a fence about it double the height 
of the building. Under the trees it is 
always twilight, even at high noon, and 
the houses, morning and evening, are 
half in shadow. What makes the first 
Impression of such a village almost dis­ 
quieting Is not the transparent gloom, 
which has a certain weird charm of its 
own. but the stillness. 
There may he fifty or a hundred 
dwellings, hut you see nobody and hear 
no sound but the twitter of Invisible 
birds, the occasional crowing of cocks 
and the shrilling elcadae. Even the 
dcadae find these groves too dim and 
sing faintly. Being sun lovers, they 
prefer the trees outside the village. I 
forgot to say that you may sometimes 
hear a viewless shuttle - elmka-ton. 
chaka-ton—but that familiar sound In 
the great green silence seems an elfish 
happening. The reason of the hush Is 
simply that the people are not at home. 
All the adults have gone to the neigh­ 
boring fields, the women carrying their 
babies on their backs, and most of tho 
children have gone to the nearest 
school, perhaps not less than a mile 
away.—Atlantic.

But 
it would be more correct and equally 
graphic to say that the cold has 
“caught” the man, for it does catch 
him unawares and often when lie 
least anticipates it. But no cold ever 
caught any man unless he liad first 
prepared the ground for it by a careful 
process of fertilization. 
No amount of mere exposure to a low' 
temperature alone will cause a “cold” 
in a perfectly healthy man in whom 
the product of wear and tear of nerve 
and muscle with adequate excretion of 
waste products on the one side is even­ 
ly balanced by food supply and exercise 
on tin* other. Where this equilibrium 
does not exist such exposure then op­ 
erates as a “chill.” 
Now, who are the people who are 
liable to catch cold? Not those whose 
dietary is so carefully adjusted to tlie 
work they have to do that there is no 
opportunity for the accumulation of un­ 
used foodstuffs iu their tissues, hut 
those who in the better fed ranks of 
society eat and drink more than they 
need to meet the daily requirements of 
their bodily activity and are thus con­ 
tinually storing up in their tissues and 
excreting organs material which if ap­ 
propriately used would form valuable 
ammunition for the development of 
energy either of body or mind, but 
which when stored beyond a certain 
point has to lie blown off in a “cold” 
or a "billions attack” or in a more pro­ 
nounced fit of gout.

With mercury way down the scale and 
a stiff northwest wind blowing, coupled 
with the fact that the members of the 
Brainerd fire department 
had been 
fighting fire for the last two days, the 
sound of the alarm this morning about 
1:30 o’clock did not sound very well. 
An alarm was turned in from the Na 
tional hotel, fire having been discovered 
to the rear of the L. W. Sherlund 
plumbing shop across the street. 
The firemen responded quickly, but 
owing to the fact that one of the hy 
drants closest to the fire was frozen it 
was several minutes before any water 
could be soured. 
If it had not been for 
th is fact it is thought that tho tire 
would not have done the damage it did. 
The building in which the tire occurred 
is a framo structure one and one-half 
stories high and consequently the Haines 
found easy picking in tho inHammable 
material. The fire caught in tho back 
room of the small building used as a 
work room and Mr. Sherlund states that 
he cannot account for|its origin, for he 
claims that there was no tire in the 
stove in that room or in the front room 
where most of the stock was kept. 
The Hre burned upward and did more 
damage on top of the building, burning 
through tho ceiling and the roof, than 
it did on the first floor where most of 
the stock was located. 
In the garret or 
half-story there were stored a lot of 
bicycles left for repair, and most of these 
were totally destroyed. The loss on the 
building is not total, for in the show 
room on the first floor there was but lit­ 
tle damage except from water. 
The building is owned by Cashier F. 
A. Farrar, of tho First National, and 
was estimated to be worth about $000. 
He 
carried 
$.100 
insurance. 
It is 
thought that the total stock carried by 
Mr. Sherlund, including all material 
and tools, amounted to something like 
$2,500 or $3,000. The loss will not be 
total on this stock, for there are a great 
many things which were but slightly 
damaged. It would be hard to fix the 
loss on such a stock. 
Mr. Sherlund’s stock and fixtures were 
insured for a total of $2,100. 
The firm 
of Keene A McFadden had in theircom- 
panies $000 on the stock and $200 on 
tools and fixtures. R. G. Val lee tyc's 
companies had $1,000 on stock and $300 
on tools and fixtures. The building w as 
insured for $300 in one of Ii. G. Vallen- 
tyne’s company’s. 
It is thought that 
with what salvage there is from the 
material and tools Mr. Sherlund will not 
be much of a loser. 
There was another alarm sent in 
about 6 o'clock in the morning and the 
firemen commenced to think that it was 
one continual round of pleasure. 
This 
time t^e alarm came from the Globe 
hotel. It seems that the cook started 
to light tho fire with gasoline, but he 
did not make much headway, for the 
flames flared up and caught his apron 
and-in-a minute he was, all ablaze. 
Tho 
fire was put out by the use of a pail of 
water and the fire department did not 
have to come out at all. There was no 
damage.

In support of what has already been 
said in answer to Mr. Bum’s letter in 
the issue o f T h e D i s p a t c h of tho 28th 
ult., referring to his attack on skilled 
labor being the means of the trade de 
pression hero in this city, we, as the 
skilled men referred to as employees of 
the Northern Pacific system, desire 
through your columns to show up in the 
face of circumstances that skilled labor 
with unionism has placed a better class 
of work satisfactory to this company 
than heretofore. 
We also consider that 
his communication is not only a gross 
insult to the men, but to the shop super­ 
intendents and their staff, for with the 
modern appliances and the good man­ 
agement of these officials together with 
the good feeling that now exists among

With mercury way down the scale and 
a stifT northwest wind blowing, coupled 
with the fact that the members of the 
Brainerd tiro department had been 
fighting tire for the last two days, the 
sound of the alarm this morning about 
1:30 o’clock did not sound very well. 
An alarm was turned in from the Na 
tional hotel, tire having been discovered 
to the rear of the L. W. Sherlund 
plumbing shop across the street. 
The tiremen responded quickly, but 
owing to the fact that one of the hy 
drants closest to the fire was frozen it 
was several minutes before any water 
could 1)0 scured. If it had not been for 
this fact it is thought that tho tire 
would not have done the damage it did. 
The building in which the tire occurrod 
is a frame structure one and one-half 
stories high and consequently the flames 
found easy picking in tho inflammable 
material. The fire caught in tho back 
room of tho small building used as 
work room and Mr. Sherlund states that 
he cannot account for|its origin, for he 
claims that there was no tire in the 
stove in that room or in the front room 
where most of tho stock was kept. 
The fire burned upward and did more 
damage on top of tho building, burning 
through the ceiling and the roof, than 
it did on the first floor where most of 
the stock was located. In the garret or 
half-story there were stored a lot of 
bicycles left for repair, and most of these 
were totally destroyed. The loss on tho 
building is not total, for in the show 
room on the first floor there was but lit­ 
tle damage except from water.

Vallectye's 
companies had 61,000 on stock and $300 
on tools and fixtures. The building was 
insured for 6300 in one of It. Cl. Vallen- 
tyne’s company’s. It is thought that 
with what salvage there is 
material and tools Mr. Sherlund will not 
be much of a loser. 
There was another alarm sent in 
about 6 o'clock in the morning and the 
firemen commenced to think that it was 
one continual round of pleasure. This 
time t^e alarm came from the Globe 
hotel. It seems that the cook started 
to light tho fire with gasoline, but he 
did not make much headway, for the 
flames flared up and caught his apron 
and-io^a minute he was ail ablaze. The 
fire was put out by the use of a pail of 
water and the fire department did not 
have to come out at all. There was no 
damage.

Violations of the teim s 
of the act are punishable by a fine oi

a bill design' d to relieve the congest­ 
ed condition at the state penitentiary. 
Hie board of control Is authorized to 
purchase 16* * acres of land adjoining 
the old prison, ut>on 
which suitable 
buildings are to bo 
erected with the 
necessary stockade, power house, etc.

My tale is of the tail of a lizard. W e 
bad steamed and railroaded many hun­ 
dreds of miles and at tho end of ck lli- 
znthm had started over n strep and 
narrow 
trail 
with 
horses 
and 
pack 
mules, 
finally 
finding 
ourselves 
en-

camped In a deep canyon or barranca 
in west central Mexico. 
Iguanas, great, black lizards, three 
fret or more iu length, were abundant 
in the deep caves of the cliff, coming 
out early in the morning to sun them ­ 
selves and bobbing up and down a« an 
owl ducks his head to g**t a better look ! 
at us rs our M exican cook started the 
fire or stirred about tiie camp. 
W e 
found them delicious eating. 
Though 
the Mexican demurred at first, preju­ 
dice w as soon cast aside. Their limbs 
might be black skinned and scaly w ith­ 
out, but within all w as sweet, white 
meat, like that of chickens and frogs* 


legs. 
The Iguanas, which had their bur­ 
rows in the ground, would climb up 
each morning, up, up to the topmost 
limbs of some trees, and there busk in 
the sun. 
They had u most startling 
way Of descending, st headlong «live to 
the underbrush or into th<* water. 
As 
L CaHltSl 
twilight fell the sight of these great 
r 
black apparitions sprawling earthw ard 
w as most rem arks id©. 
If on«1 of them 
bad ever struck us in its descent our 
Interest in this strange habit 
would 
suddenly have become lessened. 
Our usual method of procuring those 
giant 
lizards for our larder was to 
shoot them high above ua, when they 
would tumble headlong t<> our feet 
Som etim es we could approach close to 
one when it was fast asleep in the 
scorching 
heat of midday. 
Once I 
seized a big fellow by the tail. 
I was 
sorry a moment inter, but as i did not 
w ant to be beaten by a lizard I held 
stoutly on. 
Never before had I taken 
hold of such a steel spring. 
T h e crea­ 
ture curled and twisted and snapped 
its body about, th e sharp scal«*s hav­ 
ing anything but a pleasant freliug on 
the palm of my hand. 
Suddenly some­ 
thing gave way* and I fell on my back, 
while the iguana shot off in the op­ 
posite direction into a deep hollow 
among tho rocks. 
W hen I regained 
my feet I found some nine inches of 
tall in my hand, almost one-third «>f 
the entire animal. 
Tlds Is not an uncommon occurrence 
among lizards, am i th«* ability to part 
with so considerable a portion of their 
anatom y insures many an escape from 
w hat would otherw ise be inevitable 


death. 
Almost all anim als with backbones 
have a thick, pliable cushion of ca r­ 
tilage between each of the bones in 
their 
spinal column, 
which 
permit* 
them to bend and tw ist it with much 
freedom. 
T h e baokboue of the iguana 
Is at first all cartilage, and w hen the 
hard cells of th e bone begin to be d**- 
p©sited a deep, narrow wedge or crack 
is left in each tail bone. 
This is filled 
with soft cartilage, so tlies«* bones are 
greatly weakened near their centers. 
Instead of an accidental defect this is 
an all wise provision of nature, fore­ 
seeing that haw ks, vagrant naturalists 
and other enemies may some day be 
too quick for tin* reptil«' and will seize 
Its tail before it can escape. 
W hen this happens, as in my case, 
the strain of the struggling creature’s 
body is too great for the weak «i»ots in 
Its tall bones, nn«l one of these gives 
w ay, with the result above narrated. 
T he muscles, too, are arranged to aid 
this phenomenon. They are short and 
thick and conical instead of r m m jng 
the whole length of the tail, and, being 
only dovetailed together, tla*y readi!.' 
give way. Duly a few drops of blood 
escape; then the stump heals over, and 
before long a new tall begins to shoot ] 
out. 
This, of course, contains no bones, 
but instead a long, unjointed tod of 
cartilage exactly like the ancestral one 
which w as present in the em bryo ig»i- 
nua. Stranger still, the scules on this 
new tail are unlike those on the rest of 
the creature's body an«l actually may 
be like those of some bygoue ancestor. 
In the smaller lizards, called geckos, 
this seem* alw ays to lie the case. 
W hen I 
closely examined the tall 
which the iguana had left iu my hands 
I saw that it w as one of these “ fraud” 
tails and had long ago supplanted the 
original appendage, with which some 
other enemy, doubtless a feathered one, 
had absconded. Tw o new vertebrae or 
tail bones had come off with the base 
of my piece 
B u t the owner cares nothing for the 
number or character of ids new tails. 
They serve him well, and he is content. 
I t is a curious fact th at the tail making 
machinery in bis backlame is so active 
that sometimes a double

F irst Railroad Rate Legislation Pro ­ 
posed.

Senator Thorpe 
proposed the first senate railroad leg­ 
islation, having for its object the pre­ 
vention of indiscriminate 
raising of 
freight rates within Minnesota. 
Under the bill, once a rate is estab­ 
lished by one or more roads, the same 
cannot be changed without written no­ 
tice of the same is given the board of 
railroad and warehouse commissioners 
and a full hearing is had on the facts. 
The bill has only 
reference to rates 
established between points within the 
state of Minnesota and has no refer­ 
ence to interstate commerce.

$100 a day.

Senator Golf* introduced a bill put­ 
ting the governor’s secretary on a fiat 
salary of $2,000 per year.

THE MEXICAN LIZARD 
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C r e a t u r e f a n C i r o n a N e w A p i » e r u l - 


**Ke I n IM hpi* o f On** I . o a t o r S t o l e n . 


My tale la of the tail of a lizard. W e 
had steamed and railroaded many hun­ 
dreds of miles a n d at the end of civili­ 
zation had startl'd over a ste e p and 
narrow trail with horses and 
pack 
mules, 
finally 
finding 
ourselves 
en­ 
camped in a deep canyon or barranca 
In west central Mexico. 
Iguanas, great, black lizards, three 
ft*et or more in length, were abundant 
In tin* deep caves of the cliff, coming 
out early in the morning to sun them­ 
selves and bobbing up and down as an 
ow l ducks his head to get a better look 
at us as our Mexican cook started the 
fire or stirred about the camp. 
W e 
found them delicious eating- 
Though 
the Mexican demurred at first, preju­ 
dice was soon cast aside. Their limbs 
might be black skinned and scaly w ith­ 
out, but w ithin all was sweet, white 
meat, like that of chickens and frogs’ 
legs. 
The Iguanas, which had their bur­ 
rows In the ground, would climb up 
each morning, up, up to the topmost 
limbs of some trees, anil there bask In 
the sun. 
They had a most startling 
w ay of descending, a headlong dive to 
the underbrush or Into the water. As 
twilight fell the sight of these great 
black apparitions sprawling earthward 
was most remarkable, 
lf one of them 
had ever struck us in its descent our 
Interest iii this strange habit would 
suddenly have become lessened. 
Our usual method of procuring these 
giant lizards for our larder was to 
shoot them high above us, when they 
would tumble headlong to our feet. 
Sometimes we could approach close to 
one when it was fast asleep in the 
scorching heat of midday. 
Once I 
seized a big fellow by the tail. 
I was 
sorry a moment later, but as I did not 
w ant to be beaten by a lizard I held 
stoutly on. 
Never before had I taken 
hold of such a steel spring. 
Tile crea­ 
ture curled and twisted and snapped 
its body about, the sharp scales hav­ 
ing anything but a pleasant feeling on 
the palm of my hand. 
Suddenly some­ 
thing giive way, and I fell on my back, 
while the iguana shot off in the op­ 
posite direction into tv deep hollow 
among the rocks. 
W hen I regained 
my feet I found some nine inches of 
tall in my hand, almost one-third of 
the entire animal. 
This is not an uncommon occurrence 
among lizards, and the ability to part 
w ith so considerable a portion of their 
anatomy insures many an escape from 
w hat would otherwise be inevitable 
death. 
Alm ost all animals w ith backbones 
have a thick, pliiible cushion of car­ 
tilage between each of the bones in 
their spinal column, 
which permits 
them to bend and tw ist it with much 
freedom. 
The backbone of the iguana 
Is at first all cartilage, and when the 
hard cells of the bone begin to be de­ 
posited a deep, narrow wedge or crack 
is left in each tail bono. 
This is filled 
with soft cartilage, so these bones are 
greatly weakened near their centers. 
Instead of an accidental defect this is 
an all wise provision of nature, fore­ 
seeing that hawks, vagrant naturalists 
and other enemies may some day be 
too quick for the reptile and w ill seize 
its tail before it can escape. 
W hen this happens, as in my case, 
the strain of the struggling creature’s 
boily is too great for the weak spots in 
its tail bones, and one of these gives 
way, with the result above narrated. 
The muscles, too, are arranged to ald 
this phenomenon. They are short and 
thick and conical Instead of running 
the whole length of tile tail, and. being 
only dovetailed together, they readily 
give way. Only a few drops of blood 
escape; then the stump heals over, aud 
before long u new tail begins to shoot 
out. 
This, of course, contains no bones, 
but instead a long, unjointed rod of 
cartilage exactly like the ancestral one 
which was present in the embryo Igu­ 
ana. Stranger still, the scales on this 
new tail are unlike those on the rest of 
the creature’s body and actually may 
be like those of some bygone ancestor. 
In the smaller lizards, called geckos, 
this seem s always to be the case. 
W hen I closely examined the tail 
which the Iguana had left In my hands 
I saw that it was one of these “ fraud” 
tails and had long ago supplanted the 
original appendage, with which some 
other enemy, doubtless a feathered one, 
had absconded. Tw o new vertebrae or 
tail bones had come off w ith the base 
of m y piece. 
B u t the owner cares nothing for the 
number or character of his new tails. 
They serve him well, and he is content. 
It is a curious fact that the tail making 
machinery In bis backbone is so active 
that sometimes a double or even a 
triple tail w ill push out at the stump, 
and when tile original tail Is even only 
slightly injured at one side a tin y tall 
w ill often sprout out where it has no 
right to be.—O. W illiam Beebe in New 
York Tribune.

First Railroad Rate Legislation Pro­ 
posed. 
The senate disposed of its business 
Wednesday inside of an hour. 
Several 
bills were introduced. Senator Thorpe 
proposed the first senate railroad leg­ 
islation, having for its object the pre­ 
vention of indiscriminate 
raising of 
freight rates within Minnesota. 
Under the bill, once u rate is estab­ 
lished by one or more roads, the same 
cannot be changed without written no­ 
tice of the sam e is given the board of 
railroad and warehouse commissioners 
and a full hearing is had on the facts. 
The bill has only 
reference to rates 
established between points within the 
state of Minnesota and has no refer­ 
ence to interstate commerce. 
A similar measure was proposed In 
the house two years ago, but perished 
in tho senate. Violations of the terms 
of the act are punishable by a fine of 
$100 a day. 
The committee on prisons submitted 
a bill designed to relieve the congest­ 
ed condition at the state penitentiary. 
The board of control Is authorized to 
purchase 160 acres of land adjoining 
the old prison, ui>on 
which suitable 
buildings are to be 
erected with the 
necessary stockade, power house, etc. 
Senator dole introduced a bill put­ 
ting the governor's secretary on a fiat 
salary of $2,000 per year. 
Heretofore 
the salary has been $1,500 and the fees 
about $1,000 per year.

i T H E MEXICAN LIZARD 
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' 


| DELICIOUS EATING, HIS FLESH LIKE 
THAT OF CHICKEN. 


A Tule of th o C arious Tnll of tlir 
iK iin n n —T h e

My tale is of the tall of a lizard. We 
had steamed and railroaded many hun­ 
dreds of miles nnd at the end of civili­ 
zation had started over a steep arid 
narrow trail 
with horse*» and pack 
mules, 
finally 
finding ourselves 
en­ 
camped in a deep canyon or barranca 
in west central Mexico. 
Iguanas, great, black lizards, throe 
feet or more in length, were abundant 
in the deep caves of the cliff, coming 
out early in the morning to sun them­ 
selves and bobbing up nnd down as an 
owl ducks his head to get a better look 
ot us as our Mexican eook started the 
fire or stirred about the camp. 
We 
found them delicious eating. 
Though 
the Mexican demurred at first, preju­ 
dice was soon cast aside. Their limbs 
might be black skinned and scaly with­ 
out, but within all was sweet, white 
meat, like that of chickens nnd frogs’ 
legs. 
The Iguanas, which had their bur­ 
rows in the ground, w’ould climb up 
each morning, up, up to the topmost 
limbs of some trees, and there bask in 
the sun. 
They had a most startling 
way of descending, a headlong dive to 
the underbrush or into the water. As 
twilight fell the sight of these great 
black apparitions sprawling earthward 
w as most remarkable. 
If one of them 
had ever struck us in its descent our 
Interest in tlds strange habit would 
suddenly have become lessened. 
Our usual method of procuring these 
giant lizards for our larder was to 
shoot them high above us, wheu they 
would tumble headlong to our feet. 
Sometimes we could approach close to 
one when it was fast asleep in the 
scorching heat of midday. 
Once I 
seized a big fellow by the tail. 
I was 
sorry a moment later, blit as I did not 
want to be beaten by a lizard I held 
stoutly on. 
Never before had I taken 
hold of such a steel spring. 
The crea­ 
ture curled and twisted and snapped 
its body about, the sharp scales hav­ 
ing anything but a pleasant feeling on 
the palm of my hand. 
Suddenly some­ 
thing gave way, and I fell on my back, 
while the iguana shot off in the op­ 
posite direction into a deep hollow 
among the rocks. 
When I regained 
my feet I found some nine inches of 
tail in my hand, almost one-third of 
the entire animal. 
This is not an uncommon occurrence 
among lizards, and the ability to part 
with so considerable a portion of their 
anatomy insures many an escape from 
w hat would otherwise be inevitable 
death. 
Alm ost all animals w ith backbones 
have a thick, pliable cushion of car­ 
tilage between each of the bones in 
their spinal column, 
which permits 
them to bend and tw ist it with much 
freedom. 
The backbone of the iguana 
is at first all cartilage, and when the 
hard cells of the bone begin to be de­ 
posited a deep, narrow w edge or crack 
is left in each tail bone. 
This is filled 
with soft cartilage, so these bones are 
greatly weakened near their centers. 
Instead of an accidental defect this is 
an all w ise provision of nature, fore­ 
seeing that hawks, vagrant naturalists 
and other enemies may some day be 
too quick for the reptile and will seize 
its tail before it can escape. 
When this happens, as in my case, 
the strain of the struggling creature’s 
body is too great for the weak spots in 
its tall bones, and one of these gives 
way, with the result above narrated. 
The muscles, too, are arranged to aid 
this phenomenon. They are short and 
thick and conical Instead of running 
the whole length of the tail, a nd. being 
only dovetailed together, they readily 
give way. Only a few drops of blood 
escape; then the stump heals over, and 
before long a new tail begins to shoot 
out. 
This, of course, contains no bones, 
but instead a long, unjointed rod of 
cartilage exactly like the ancestral one 
which w as present in tlie embryo Igu­ 
ana. Stranger still, the scales on this 
new tail are unlike those on the rest of 
the creature’s body and actually may 
be like those of some bygone ancestor. 
In the smaller lizards, called geckos, 
this seems always to be the case. 
When I closely examined the tali 
which the iguana had left in my hands 
I saw that it was one of these “fraud” 
tails nnd had long ago supplanted the 
original appendage, with which some 
other enemy, doubtless a feathered one, 
had absconded. Tw o new vertebrae or 
tail bones had come off with the base 
of my piece. 
But the owner cares nothing for the 
number or character of his new tails. 
They serve him well, and he is content. 
It Is a curious fact that the tail making 
machinery in his backbone is so active 
that sometimes a double or even a 
triple tail will push out at the stump, 
and when the original tail Is even only 
allghtiy injured at one side a tiny tail 
will often sprout out where it has no 
right to be.—C. William Beebe in N ew 
York Tribune.
